It will be seen from the above table that District No. 1 
has had the unusual experience of having three teachers dur- 
ing the year, who have taught one term each, in the order 
in which their names are given. It is not a very desirable 
experience for any District to have, but it could not be avoid- 
ed in this instance, as the changes were occassioned by cir- 
cumstances entirely beyond the control of the Prudential 
Committee. 

There has been no change of teachers in any of the rest 
of the schools since the commencement of the school year. 

As this report is not intended to make or unmake teach- 
ers, we shall not go into personalities, with a view to show 
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up the merits or demerits of each teacher, but simply speak 
in a general way of the condition of the schools, and the 
changes that have been effected during the year. 

As to whether the teachers have met the expectations 
of those who engaged them or not, the Prudential Commit-— 
tee are fully competent to judge for themselves. 

There has been an unusual amount of sickness in our 
schools during the past year, which has interfered somewhat 
with the studies of some of our most diligent pupils. What 
with scarlet fever, whooping cough and the measles, there 
has been much discouragement among teachers and pupils. 
All are rapidly recovering however, and we trust will soon 
be as well as usual. It should call forth feelings of gratitude 
to Almighty God, that there has not been a single death 
amongst our pupils during the entire year. 

If we make due allowance for the great drawback occa- 
sioned by sickness, we cannot but think that the work 
accomplished during the year, will compare favorably with 
the work of any previous year. 

The teachers in Districts No. 2, 4, 6 and 7 have taught 
here in previous years, and are well known by the parents 
and citizens as thorough, practical teachers, whose work 
speaks for itself. The others, who taught here for a term, are 
mostly young and inexperienced, but they made a good im- 
pression on the minds of their pupils, and the closing exami- 
nations showed that some good work had been done. If, 
however, the work accomplished by these teachers has not 
been all that was desired, it should be remembered that some 
of them labored under great disadvantages. It is safe to 
assert, that if any one of the teachers who taught a term in 
District No. 1 had taught the entire year, a better result 
would have been reached than was possible with anew teach- 
er every term; for, as a matter of fact, it takes the most of 
one term for any teacher to become thoroughly acquainted 
with her pupils, so as to know how to reach their minds and 
hearts most effectively. 
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In District No. 5 the school is so small that the teacher 
finds it exceedingly difficult to infuse enthusiasm in the pu- 
pils, most of whom are so young, or live so far away from 
the school-house, that the parents deem it advisable to keep 
‘them at home when the weather is not very fayorable. 
Hence, it is no uncommon thing to have only two or three 
in the school for an entire day. The teacher persevered not- 
withstanding this disadvantage, and in a quiet, informal way, 
greatly assisted her pupils in their studies. 


NEW FURNITURE. 


The school-house in District No. 7 has been very hand- 
somely refurnished and renovated during the year, at an ex- 
pense of a little over $200. 

The new seats and desks are of the most improved style, 
and well adapted for school purposes. 

We congratulate the District upon having so generously 
provided for the comfort and convenience of their children 
in the school-room. 


NEW MAPS. 


Acting on the authority given by a special act of the Leg- 
islature, your Committee united with the Selectmen, in giving 
an order for seven copies of J. A. Cline & Co’s State maps 
of New Hampshire. These maps came early in the spring, 
and we placed a copy in every school-house in town. The 
map is drawn from actual surveys, recently executed under 
the direction of Prof. EK. T. Quimby, of Dartmouth College. 
It is substantially mounted and varnished, and is admirably 
adapted to give our young people a better idea of their own 
State than they ever had before. For the benefit of all con- 
cerned I hereby give the act referred to : 

ANA CT authorizing the several towns in the state to purchase 
maps of New Hampshire for the use of the common schools therein. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representives in Gener- 
al Court convened :— 

Sect. 1. The superintending committee and selectmen in the 
several towns in the state are hereby authorized and empowered to 
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— 


purchase for the use of their common schools so many copies of the 
map of New Hampshire as they deem best, not exceeding one copy 
for each school, and the maps so purchased shall be paid for out of 
any money appropriated for school purposes. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

Approved July 31, 1878. 


NEW GEOGRAPHIES. 


Having noticed during my first year of service as your 
Committee, that comparatively little interest was taken in 
the study of geography, and being convinced that the fault 
was more in the text book than in the pupils, I decided to 
make a change. Several geographies were examined care- 
fully, and after deliberation, we introduced Harper’s as being 
the latest and best geography we could lay our hands upon. 

As aresult of this change increased interest has been 
taken in that much neglected study, and great improvement 
has been realized in every school in town. 


PRIZES. 


<arly in the year, Mr. Hosea B. Carter, of East Hamp- 
stead, informed your Committee that he had a number of 
pictures which he would gladly present to the schools, to be 
offered as prizes for the encouragement of the pupils in their 
studies. This generous offer was gratefully accepted in be- 
half of the schools. 

Another friend of education, Dr. J. C. Eastman, on 
heing told that the children would appreciate the pictures 
much better if they were framed ready for hanging up in 
their rooms, very kindly took the hint and paid for the 
framing of all the pictures that had been given, with the ex- 
ception of two large pictures, which are to be given when ail 
the schools are closed, one for the best composition, and the 
other for the most improvement in writing. Each school 
had eleven pictures, and they were distributed as follows: 
| for the most improvement in writing, 2 for the best in 
mental Arithmetic, 1 for the best composition, 1 for the best 
reader, 1 for the most improvement in reading, 1 for the 
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most improvement in spelling, 1 for the best speller, 1 for 
the best in geography, 1 for the most improvement in geog- 
raphy, 1 for the best deportment in primer class. 

The offering of these prizes has undoubtedly served as an 
incentive to study in all our schools, and, although some 
pupils must necessarily be disappointed, yet all must be better 
for the effort they have made. In behalf of the schools we 
hereby return thanks to Messrs. Carter and Eastman for 
their kindness. 

In conclusion I would say, that our schools appear to be 
in a good condition, but they can be greatly improved, and 
the teaching made much more effective, if the parents will 
visit the schools more frequently, observe the methods em- 
ployed by their teachers, and then supplement the lessons 
taught by such practical suggestions as will help the children 
to apply to every day life all that-they learn at school.

TOWN WARRANT. 


STATE OF NEw HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Hampstead, qualified to 
vote in cown affairs. 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said 
town,.on the second TurEspay of March next, at ten of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects :— 

ArticLE 1. To choose a Moderator to preside in said 
meeting. 

Art. 2. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 

Art. 3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise to defray town charges for the year ensuing. 

Art. 4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise to pay town debt and interest. 

Art. 5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire money for the use of the town. 

Art. 6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for school purposes in addition to what the law requires. 

Art. 7. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for keeping highways and bridges in repair. 

Arr. 8. To see if the town will vote to purchase a new 


hearse for the use of the town. 
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Art. 9. To see if the legal voters of Hampstead will vote 
to have the school money equally divided in the several 
school districts. 

Art. 10. To see if the legal voters of Hampstead will 
vote to authorize the highway surveyors of the districts to 
cut all bushes and trees, except shade and apple trees, that 
stand between-the walls of the highway. 

Art. 11. To see what action the town will take for licens- 
ing, regulating or restraining dogs, agreeably to Sections 8 
and 9 of the General Laws. 

Art. 12. To hear the reports of the Auditors and Super- 
intending School Committee, and act thereon.
